2. Dl describes a mixture of HLA-11 specific peptides 
derived from protein C, including in particular the 
peptide corresponding to positions 31-45, and from 
the NS3 protein. This mixture of peptides is 
present in particular in the form of a fusion 
protein. Dl also mentions nucleic acid molecules 
coding for these fusion proteins, vectors comprising 
such nucleic acids, and cells converted by these 
vectors. Immunogenic compositions comprising these 
peptides or nucleic acids, as well as vaccines 
comprising these compositions, are mentioned in Dl 
(Abstract; page 4, line 11 to page 5, line 8; page 
9, lines 22-27; page 16, line 18 to page 23, line 
25; page 26, line 13; page 30; page 37; lines 9-25; 
example) . 

The peptide corresponding to positions 31-45 is 
included in the peptide corresponding to positions 
19-47.

4. The subject matter of claims 14 and 25 is not 
explicitly described in the prior art, in particular 
Dl. The subject matter of claim 14 is an obvious 
alternative to the teaching of Dl. In the light of 
Dl, the standard knowledge of a person would 
automatically lead him to the subject matter of 
claim 25. Claims 14 and 25 are therefore not 
inventive (PCT Article 33(3)). 

5. The applicant should note that, even if the novelty 
of claims 5, 6, 11, 13, 15-21, 23 and 24 were 
reestablished, for example by restricting the 
peptide derived from the C protein to positions 19-
